Obama lead, but with 55 percent 
of voters disapproving of the 
President’s handling of the econo- 
my. 

Another poll six days later head- 
lines “President has edge” with 
one poll showing Obama advan- 
tages in the big marginal states of 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Florida, 
and another poll of 12 swing states 
including Michigan giving Mr. 
Obama a 12-point margin. 

Yet another poli released at 
about the same time found 25 per- 


cent of voters across the country 
still undecided, all of which is to 
say that as of now, nobody knows 
what will happen in the November 
election, and the race is yet to be 
decided.

THE SUSPICION has been 
dogging me for the last few weeks 
that somehow the aura of fresh- 
ness, hope and other positive 
vibrations that helped propel 
Barack Obama to the White House 
four years ago has dimmed a bit 
this year.

It is with great interest that 
we read the article about 
local government officials 
and the DNR working to 
address the issues of illegal 
dump sites in Crawford 
County. As avid advocates of 
keeping the environment 
clean, we walk through the 
woods with a garbage bag to 
take out trash that others 
leave behind. We applaud all 
clean-up efforts, 

But we find it interesting 
that the DNR is working so 
hard to clean up sites and not 
working harder for preven- 
tion. For example, there is a 
large screened garbage 
receptacle on Manistee 
River Road just north of 
Cameron Bridge Road that is 
used by the local residents, 
people that drive by and 
snowmobilers __ regularly, 
This receptacle is in good 
shape and is on the Waste 
Management route for week- 
ly pickup. The problem is 
that the DNR has issued a 
“No trespassing” citation to 


' remove it ‘because if is on 


state land and violates an 
ordinance. The Crawford 
County Road Commission 
Board issued a permit to 
keep the receptacle there 
because it is within the 
County right-of-way, but the 
DNR has denounced that 
move because the state has 
precedence over the county 
authority. 

Can common sense and

2012 Black Bear Bicycle 
Tour set for Sunday, July 29 


Called a “century ride,” 
the Black Bear Bicycle Tour 
winds along a 100-mile 
route through the AuSable 
River valley.

After two dozen years in 
the radio business, William 
Gannon has initiated the 
process to sign off the air. 

Gannon Broadcasting has 
agreed to sell the stations 
County Y!00, WGRY-AM 
1230 Greatest Music Ever 
and Decades 101.1 WQON- 
FM to Shery! and Jerry 
Coyne, the co-owners of 
Blarney Stone Broadcasting 
Inc. 

Gannon, who suffered a 
stroke on July 25, 2011, said 
getting out of the business 
for his personal health and 
pursuing his other business 
interests were the reasons for 
the sale. 

“The doctors say if you 
keep doing what you're 
doing, you’re going to keep 
getting what you’re getting,” 
Gannon said. 

Gannon purchased 
WGRY-AM on Sept. 26, 
1988. In 1990, Gannon 
gained approval from the 
FCC to add 101.1 WQON- 
FM. By pure luck and work- 
ing with the FCC and the 
Canadian government, 
Gannon Broadcasting added 
Y-100.3 WGRY to the mix in 
1994, 

Gannon said growing the 


business from one to three 
stations was paramount to 
meet the needs of advertis- 
ers. 

“That was probably the 
crowning moment for 
Gannon Broadcasting,” he 
said. 

Gannon said he is pleased 
to make friends and work 
with area business owners 
over the years. 

“It’s always comforting to 
know that you have some- 
thing to offer that is worth- 
while,” he said. “Its hard to 
believe it’s been 24 years.” 

Gannon will continue to 
focus on development of 
Bear’s Landing on the 
AuSable, the former Bear 
Archery property, and the 
Chief Shoppenagon’s Motor 
Hotel. He will maintain own- 
ership of Bear’s Den 
Pizzeria, the Dawson and 
Stevens 50’s Classic Dinner 
and the Bottle Cap Museuin. 

Gannon credits managers 
at the restaurants for keeping 
business rolling while he 
recovered from the stroke. 

“It’s been a Godsend, how 
busy we have been,” Gannon 
said. 

The transition in owner- 
ship of the radio stations is 
currently in the hands of the 
FCC and is expected to take

Teams to battle for starting spots on Saturday, July 21

The Spike’s Challenge C-2 sprints 
for starting position — scheduled for a 
9 a.m. start on Saturday, July 21 — offer 
a race within a race for participants 
and spectators. 

Both the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon ~ a 120-mile all-night race 
from Grayling to Oscoda held during 
the last full weekend of July — and the 
Spike’s Challenge C-2 race, a shorter 
event that features the first part of the 
AuSable Marathon’s course during 
daylight hours, utilize a separate 
sprints competition to determine start- 
ing positions. 

The marathon conducts its sprints - 
also known as time trials for that race 
— at Penrod’s over the course of three 
days on a small stretch of the AuSable 


River that is part of the race course. 
Spike’s Challenge sprints, however, 
are conducted at the city park on a 
stretch of river not used by either race 
course. 

Both sprint competitions feature 
looped courses. During AuSable 
Marathon time trials, the teams go 
downstream first, turn around, and 
then finish going upstream. In the 
Spike’s Challenge, it is the opposite — 
teams go upstream first and then finish 
going downstream. Also, Spike’s 
Challenge teams have to navigate 
under a railroad bridge twice — once 
going upstream and again on the way 
back — during their sprints. 

It takes most teams between 4.5 and 
7 minutes to complete their Spike's 
Challenge sprint. 

Organizers usually conduct the 


Spike's Challenge sprints in batches of 
10 with a break in between each heat. 
The intermission allows teams that 
haven’t sprinted yet an opportunity to 
warm up on the course for a short time. 

Like with the AuSable Marathon, 
the Spike’s Challenge sprints often 
provide a good indication of which 
teams will vie for the top placements 
during the race. Last year, 13 of the top 
14 teams at sprints also finished in the 
top 14 during the Spike’s Challenge. 

On Sunday, July 22, Spike’s 
Challenge C-2 teams will line up 
according to sprint times for the run to 
the river. The race will start at 9 a.m. 
with paddling teams running with their 
canoes to the water at the Old AuSable 
Fly Shop. The race ends at McMasters 
Bridge. Teams usually reach the finish 
line in 2.5 to 4 hours,

ORV rules are 


different in the 
Huron-Manistee 
National Forests 


Visitors to Northern 
Michigan who wish to ride 
off-road vehicles (ORVs) 
must be aware that the 
rules are different in the 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forests than on other pub- 
lic roads or lands. 

On the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests, ORVs 
that are not street-legal 
require a valid state ORV 
tag and may be ridden only 
on designated trails. It is 
the responsibility of the 
ORV rider to know 
whether they are riding in 
an authorized area or on an 
authorized trail. To help 
visitors locate safe and 
legal routes for the type of 
vehicle they drive, the 
Forest Service publishes a 
free Motor Vehicle Use 
Map that is updated each 
year, 

During the past few 
years, several counties in 
Michigan’s lower peninsu- 
la have passed ordinances 
that allow the use of ORVs 
on the right hand portion 
of county and township 
toads. These ordinances 
do not apply to Forest 
Service roads, whether 
paved or unpaved. 

An ORV rider may find 
that limited segments of 
certain roads that are part 
of the designated trail sys- 
tem where ORVs and 
legal vehicles travel 

together. These areas are 


y signed and indicat- 


ie on the Motor Vehicle 


Use Map. This limited 
mixed use is permitted to 
meet resource manage- 
ment objectives that pro- 
tect sensitive ecosystems 
and/or critical wildlife 
habitats, and to provide a 
safe, legal and designated 
ORV trail system. 

The Forest Service does 
not permit ORV use on its 
roads because of concerns 
over public safety and lia- 
bility. The manufacturers 
of ORVs discourage their 
use on roads because the 
vehicles may become 
unstable when on pave- 
ment. The language of the 
state law that permit coun- 
ties to adopt the new ordi- 
nances exempts counties 
and townships from liabil- 
ity while at the same time 
clearly stating that ORVs 
may not be used on public 
lands contrary to their 
management policy.
